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Rolling Down the River 
New Record Set in Memorial Day Boat Race 

A record time of 1:47:02 for the all water course in 
the Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race on the 
Mattapoisett River was set on Monday, May 30 by the 
team of Clifford (C.J.) Hedges IV and Sean Shaw, from 
Hamden, CT and Rochester, respectively 

The early years of the Boat Race allowed portages 
or short cuts between the bridges, and the only require- 
ment was to show up at the bridges and go under them. 
The only parts of the race that were all water at that point 
in time were Grandma Hartley's Reservoir — the starting 
point of the race, between Hartley Road and Rounseville 
Road (Rounseville's Mill Pond) and Acushnet Road to the 
end of the race at the Herring Weir on Route 6 in 
Mattapoisett. More recently in the 1970s, the river has 
been cleared and all contestants are now required to 
follow the same course of the river taking only several 
marked and necessary portages. This change is probably 
the most significant one that has contributed to the 
increase in the number of teams participating in the race 
and the variation in age. 

The standing record time of 1:39:05 for the race 
when portages were allowed was set in 1961 by David 
Lizotte and John Macuch, from Rochester and 
Mattapoisett, respectively.

The Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race started in 
1934 as a result of a 4-H project, headed by Jim Hartley, 
where they had made canoe shaped boats from pine 
boards and subsequently decided to have a race on the 
Mattapoisett River. Until the early 1970s when the Roches- 
ter Firefighters Association took over sponsorship of the 
race, there was only one pair of First Place trophies. The 
trophies were presented to the winners, who held them 
for a year and then returned them for the next year's race. 
Now there are trophies awarded to each contestant for the 
First, Second and Third place winners in each division. 

In honor of Jim Hartley, founder of the race, a

were Selectman Richard Nunes, Town Administrator 
James Huntoon, and Cable Committee Chairman Vincent 
Ryan. 

Mr. Botelho first discussed the proposed forma- 
tion of the PAC group. ''Essentially what has to happen 
are three things/' he said. "We need to have a Board of 
Directors appointed in some fashion, we need to establish 
articles of incorporation and by-laws with the Secretary of 
State, and we have to do a filing with the IRS for tax- 
exempt status.

(one by Selectmen, one by the Cable Advisory Committee) 
and a seventh appointed by the regional schools (the ORR 
School Superintendent). Eventually it might make sense 
for it to become an elected board. They are the ones who 
have to craft the by-laws and articles of incorporation.'' 

Mr. Foster suggested using a template of existing 
by-laws and also the so-called "Public Access Agreement'' 
from existing regional cable corporations to draft a similar 
set of documents for the Tri-Town PAC. 

The subcommittee moved to present a draft form 
of these documents to the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen 
at their next meeting for approval. 

'T personally wouldn't vote to present this to the 
Tri-Town (Selectmen) just yet," Mr. Dolan suggested. "But 
if the three Town Administrator's could get together at 
some point ... we'll have something closer to a finished 
product." 

Selectman Andrews next discussed the planned 
relocation of the equipment from the Comcast studio on 
Route 6 in Marion to the TV Studio at ORR High School. 

"One of the main things Mattapoisett was con- 
cerned about ... was why Wareham got four cameras and 
we only got one," Selectman Andrews said. 

According to Mr. Foster, who was the point 
person in negotiating the details with Wareham, the 
equipment list was generated by Wareham and they were 
adamant about maintaining certain pieces from the list. 

"There was a disproportionate share of cameras ... 
we went back and forth about it, and also reviewed it

against the needs for having a portable camera for (imme- 
diate public access) use over the next few months/' Mr. 
Foster said. "At the end of the day all we could negotiate 
with them was one of the five. I volunteered to donate a 
second camera ... with two (portable) cameras and two 
studio cameras, I thought we could cover it. The other 
issue was this one tape deck to convert Mini DV to half- 
inch format — (we) both need it. Wareham has indicated 
that their Board of Selectmen is ready to approve this list 
as submitted. In my mind, we're talking about equipment 
that more than likely would be replaced with more 
modern equipment at some point. I was trying to make 
the best deal for everyone involved.'' 

"From the beginning, Marion's position has 
always been to make sure we have continuity of (pro- 
gramming)," Selectman Pierce said. "I certainly appreciate 
the work (Mr. Foster) did, rather than complain about 
what should have been." 

Next on the agenda. Selectman Andrews dis- 
cussed getting the necessary equipment relocated to ORR 
High School and reconnected so that Marion can continue 
their programming as-is. 

"Our plan was to keep the cost under $2,000," Mr. 
Foster explained, "and engage enough technical support 
to get things up and running. On June 1 there are volun- 
teers who have agreed to do the 'grunt work' needed ...

things day-to-day. I would strongly recommend that we 
find some way to have some professional help (in the 
interim).'' 

The current Studio Manager for Comcast's 
Channel 9, Deborah Stinson, was suggested as the best 
candidate to facilitate a smooth transition. According to 
Mr. Foster, Ms. Stinson had submitted a proposal to take 
over in that capacity at a rate of $32 an hour — a rate 
which Selectman Andrews felt was steep. 

To that end, Mr. Dolan recommended that the Tri- 
Town Selectmen engage an Interim Programming Coordi- 
nator for a salary not to exceed $1800 per month for a 
period of three months, renewable on a month-to-month 
basis by mutual agreement. 

"As long as the equipment is in place to allow the 
rebroadcast of the Marion Selectmen's meetings, that has 
always been the goal since January," Selectman Andrews 
said. 

"We could hire someone for an even shorter time 
on an interim basis," Mr. Dolan suggested. 

With that, the motion was amended to contract 
with Debbie Stinson for a one-month period, commencing 
Monday, June 6, while an interim program coordinator 
can be solicited, interviewed and hired. 

In order to move things along in time for the next 
Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting, the Tri-Town Cable 
Subcommittee agreed to hold their next meeting on 
Thursday, June 2 at 6:30 pm in the Conference Room of 
the Mattapoisett Town Hall. They also agreed to schedule

To the Editor: 

A recent Letter to the Editor stated several objections to 
the planned renovations to the Mattapoisett Public Library. I 
would like to refute those objections and reiterate ray support 
for the planned (and much-needed) expansion of the library. 

The writer states that, with most homes owning 
computers to access the Internet, that library buildings are 
becoming a thing of the past. I would like to remind the writer 
of a phenomenon known as the ''Digital Divide.'' According to 
the U.S. Department of Commerce National Telecommunica- 
tions and Information Administration's report of 2000 "Falling 
Through the Net," only 18.9 percent of people at the lower end 
of the economic bracket can access the Internet from home, as 
compared to 70 percent of those at the upper end of the 
bracket. According to the 2000 U.S. Census, this bracket includes 
from 148 to 182 households in Mattapoisett. People in this 
economic bracket are 2.1 times more likely to access the Internet 
through public libraries. The Digital Divide is not only 
economic; it is also based on age, race, education, and marital 
status. These people deserve a decent, less cramped area to 
access computers, a space that can accommodate more 
computers. The library also gets high-speed access, an expense 
that many computer-owning households cannot afford. 

The Internet can be described this way: take a book, 
tear off the binding. Tear out all the pages and scatter them 
around the room, then try to find your information. Librarians 
know how to best find information fast on the Internet. Many 
times, in my job as a public librarian, I have been able to help 
patrons find the best source for their needs, in both print and 
non-print. We have been trained to use search techniques that 
cut out much of the dross found when seeking answers to 
research questions.

Some 164 acres of forest land along the 
Mattapoisett River will be protected forever thanks to the 
vision and generosity of the Rounseville family of Roches- 
ter and the hard work of three conservation organizations 
and four towns. 

"The more land we can protect — the better off 
we are,'' said Ann Poland, one of the Rounseville family 
members who spearheaded this project. "My family just 
figured that land should be saved. We couldn't just let 
someone come in and chop down the trees. It would have 
changed so much. We love the town of Rochester and 
wanted to leave a legacy where people could enjoy nature 
and the outdoors." 

On April 29, 2005, the Coalition for Buzzards Bay 
(CBB) completed the acquisition of a Conservation

Restriction in partnership with the Wildlands Trust of 
Southeastern Massachusetts and the Town of Rochester 
Conservation Commission. The conservation restriction 
was received through a generous bargain sale from the 
heirs of Lincoln Rounseville, from his sister, Ann Poland 
and niece Judith Dupont. 

Roughly half of the funds necessary to purchase 
the Conservation Restriction were from municipal gov- 
ernments and half from private individuals and founda- 
tions. Private fundraising for the project was managed by 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the Rochester Land 
Trust as part of the Saving Buzzards Bay Lands Campaign. 

"The Rounseville family has had a long history of 
environmental stewardship/' said Laurell J. Farinon, 
Conservation Agent for the Town of Rochester. 'The 
Town of Rochester is extremely grateful for the generous 
bargain sale that the Rounseville family has given us." 

'The land itself is truly outstanding," said Mark 
Primack, Wildlands Trust Executive Director. "Spanning 
both sides of the Mattapoisett River, the property includes 
a diversity of wetlands and conserves large blocks of land 
which are of special importance to wildlife species and 
nesting birds. The conservation restriction also covers 
frontage on Rounseville and Hartley roads, protecting the 
wonderful scenic and rural character of Rochester." 

Another benefit of the land conservation is that it 
protects portions of the Mattapoisett River Valley. It is 
located in the Recharge Area for the regional Mattapoisett 
River Drinking Water Supply which provides clean

The Longest Yard, Starring Adam Sandler, Chris 
Rock, and Burt Reynolds. Directed by Peter Segal. 
Running time: 109 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Like its 31 -year-old predecessor, which starred Burt Reynolds 
as a fallen football star turned jailbird who led a team of convicts 
against a team of guards. The Longest Yard is too sloppy and lazy to 
get angry — or excited — about. Adam Sandler is no one's idea of a 
plausible star quarterback (at least Reynolds actually had a gridiron 
background), but it mustVe struck someone as a grand idea to cast 
him as Reynolds' character, Paul Crewe, who gets sent up for three 
years after getting drunk, stealing his girlfriend's car, and leading 
the police on a merry chase. As in the original, it's important that 
Paul is incarcerated for nothing terribly heinous (he doesn't run 
anyone over), just as it's significant that we never learn why any of 
the other cons were thrown in prison. That way, we can safely root 
for the cons without the troubling knowledge that some of them may 
be, say, rapists or murderers or child molesters. 

That didn't matter so much in 1974, when The Longest Yard was 
conceived as more of an anti-establishment Vietnam-era comedy — 
a feature-length reiteration of the climactic football game in Robert 
Altman's M^A^S'^H. The original film tried hard to be a hip jock- 
strap farce putting The Man in his place, but it was too crude to be 
anything but another rung in Burt Reynold's climb down from 
serious acting (Deliverance) to crowd-pleasing {Smokey and the Bandit 
and everything that followed). The new Longest Yard, though also 
released during an increasingly unpopular war, makes the original 
look like refined satire. The difference is partly in the leads: Reynolds, 
fresh from his famous Cosmopolitan spread, had a smug, self-regard- 
ing insouciance; Sandler, at 38, is still your grungy little brother with 
an egg-shaped head and no particular sexual identity. He was more 
credible, and funnier, in his earlier football comedy The Waterboy; he 
just isn't angry or physical enough this time to rank The Longest Yard 
alongside fan-favorite sports movies like Happy Gilmore. 

Fortunately, director Peter Segal (who helmed Sandler's last 
two hits, Anger Management and 50 First Dates) surrounds the star 
with some solid support. Chris Rock does his Chris Rock thing as 
"Caretaker," who helps Paul whip the team into shape, but since his 
fate follows the original film's plot, the movie stumbles into a tonal 
bummer it hasn't laid any groundwork for and never recovers from. 




It's fun to see Ed Lauter (who in 1974 played the sadistic-guard role 
here filled by a slumming William Fichtner) in a bit role, though I 
wish someone had found a place for big Richard Kiel, who was the 
original's most fearsome convict (and also appeared in Happy 
Gilmore); the Kiel role is taken over by the 7'2" Dalip Singh, whose 
speech is slurred but understandable, though the movie oddly 
subtitles his dialogue anyway. Almost visibly sighing with bore- 
dom, James Cromwell — fast becoming typecast as the Skinny Bad 
White Man — plays the hateful warden with no identifiable venom 
or even racism. And Burt Reynolds, looking flat-out terrible these 
days, grabs his paycheck and plays the old football legend who 
helps coach the team. At times you might catch him looking at 
Sandler and thinking that they don't make bad-ass anti-heroes like 
they used to. 

Occasionally amusing — mildly amusing — and never offen- 
sive (except when it drags out a quintet of flamingly gay convicts 
who dress in drag as cheerleaders), this is your typical empty 
summer comedy, positioned bravely as the Szm-slayer, though its 
release date is the only courageous thing about it. People mytholo- 
gize the '70s as a golden decade, forgetting such surefire audience- 
pleasing schlock as the original Longest Yard, but comparing the 1974 
movie with the 2005 remake yields the dispiriting insight that 
Hollywood can't even make credible rabble-rousing junk any more. 
As for Adam Sandler, he's already made his great sports comedy; I 
have a large soft spot for Happy Gilmore, which found roughhouse 
slob humor in golf, of all things. He's getting a little long in the tooth 
for knockabout comedy, confirmed herein by how little gridiron 
action his Paul Crewe actually engages in. I don't know that Sandler's 
future lies in artsy misfires like Punch-Drunk Love or in family- 
friendly sitcoms like Spanglish. I do know that it doesn't lie in 
remakes of films that were crappy to begin with.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

I ^^^K ^) I must have some teeth extracted and I intend to have implants placed to 

restore my ability to chew. Can a dental implant be placed at the same visit as the 
teeth are extracted? 



A 



Yes, but placing a dental implant immediately and at the time of the extraction depends upon the 
amount of available bone and the lack of active infection in the area. Placing the implant at the same visit helps 
to preserve boththe width and height of bone and may eliminate the necessity of placing bone grafts where the 
bone naturally shrinks back after extractions. During the first year after a tooth has been removed, as much as 
40-50% of the bone's width can be lost. In cases where an implant can be placed immediately following the 
extraction, it is sometimes necessary to use tissue regeneration material to keep the gum tissue from growing 
into the space between the implant and the extracted tooth's socket. This protects the area so that new bone may 
integrate with the implant. However, sometimes tooth infection has destroyed the bone to such an extent, that it 
becomes necessary to do a separate bone grafting procedure, prior to implant placement. If it is possible to place 
the implant at the same visit the teeth are extracted, you can save at least 3 months in healing time. Otherwise, 
you'll need to wait for the extraction site to fully heal before an implant can be placed.
